Mosby, in his late interview with the 
President, told him that the Vir- 
ginia election was not condemnation 
of his (Grant’s) administration, and 
that he was stronger than ever in 
that State. The President agreed 
with him, and was notat all dissat- 
istied with the result. He expre sed 
himself gratified at the tone of Gen- 
eral Kempe’r speeches, and favored 
Mosby’s policy of reconciliation be- 
tween the administration and the 
White people of the South. The 
President said that as long as he was 
in office, the holders of appointments 
made through Mosby’s influence, 
should not be turned out, no matter 
who tried to oust them; that here- 
after he intended to appoint to office 
from the South the best men for the 
positions, and that he was very much 
xratified at the good feeling mani- 
fested by the Virginia Conservatives 
towards his administration, aud was 
ready to respond to it. 


The following sad incident is rela 
ten to have occurred in Moscow, Rus- 
Sia, concerning u young betrothed 
couple. The girl was of great beau- 
ty, the lover was the son of rich pa- 
rents, and on her birthday obtained 
leave to celebrate it with fetes to be 
viven at her father’s house. The first 
evening at dinner the young man 
drank deeply, and became intoxica- 
ted, when his conduct was so violent 
that the guests all retired, and he was 
with difficulty conveyed to his fath- 
er’s house. The next day, however, 
he ss himself at the ball he 
had arranged, and danced with his 
betrothed. When the dance was e1.- 
ded the young lady requested the 
band to play a favorite air, and re- 
tired to the baleony, whence imme- 
diately afterward was heard the sound 
of firearms, and the the young lady 
was found to have’ shot herseif 
through the heart with a revolver 
she had concealed. <A letter found 
upon her assigned the discovery of 
her intended husband’s brutal nature 
as the motive for the act.
